LONDON, Nov. 10, p.m.— 
Claims of the contending armies in 
Eastern and Western Europe, espe- 
clally as concerns the situation in 
West Flanders, dovetailed in so few 
respects tonight as to leave but one 
big fact on land or sea undisputed.

The Emden has contributed to the 
history of the war one of its most 
remarkable chapters. For sheer au- 
dacity and success it has few parallels 
—certainly none since the Alabama, 
the famous old Confederate warship, 
roamed the * Twenty-two ships, 
mostly British, have been sunk, and 
one has been cal tured by the German 
cruiser. 

Since early ir August the Emden 
has been at work, Mostofthetime she 
was preying on British shipping in the 
Indian Ocean, but late last month she 
suddenly appeared at Penang, on Ma- 
lacca Straits. It was here that the 
Emden performed her most daring 
feat. A fourth smokestack was 
on her deck and a Japanese flag run 
up. Thus disguised, she steamed boldly 
Into the harbor, passing unchallenged 
under the British guns of the fort, 
and fired torpedoes which sank the 
Russian cruiser Jemtchug and a 
French destroyer. Then she took to-her 
heels and escaped unscathed through 
the straits. 

No accurate estimate can be made 
of the value of the vessels destroyed 
by the Emden or of their cargoes. 
Shipping men have variously placed 
the extent of the damage at $4,000,000 
to $21,000,000. These estimates are 
based upon the vessels known to have 
been sunk by the Emden, but it is 
not unlikely that additional ships, 
whose loss has not been reported, 
were sent to the bottom by the Ger- 
man cruiser. 

For three months she made her 
way at will over eastern waters, doubt- 
less encountering ships other than 
those reported sunk which were flying 
the flags of. hostile countries. Owing

Her 
speed of 24.5 knots was her greatest 
asset, as she was able to run down 
merchant ships with ease and then es- 
cape from larger but slower vessels 
that pursued her. British, Russian, 
French and Japanese warships in the 
east had been attempting for weeks 
to put an end to her career. 

It has been more or less of a mys- 
tery to naval men how the Emden 
has been able to keep at sea month 
after month without running short of 
coal and supplies. It is assumed, how- 
ever, that she has obtained sufficient 
food and fuel to meet her needs from 
captured ships. In at least one in- 
stance chis has been done, The cap- 
tain of the British steamer Erford, 
captured by the Emden in the Indian 
Ocean, reported to his owners that 
the commander of the Emden said 
that before he sank the Exford he in- 
tended to take on board his cruiser 
the 7000 tons of steam coal with 
which she was laden. The first report 
of the activity of the Emden was re- 
celved August 6, when she was said 
to have been sunk in action with the 
Russian cruiser Askold off Wei-hai-wei. 
This was contradicted a few days la- 
ter when word was received that the 
Emden had sunk the steamer City of 
Winchester August 5, and steaming 
into the Bay of Bengal five days la- 
ter, had sent two more British ves- 
sels to the bottom. Within three days 
she had sunk four. vessels there. She 
was accompanied by the Hamburg- 
‘American steamer Markomannia as a 

collier. The Markomannia was sunk 
October 16 off Sumatra by a British 
cruiser. 

Leaving the Bay of Bengal, the Em- 
den sank three British steamers in 
the Indian Ocean September 14. Sep- 
tember 22 she appeared off Madras 
and shelled the city, extinguishing her 
lights and disappearing when the forts 
replied. Then she renewed her activity 
in the vicinity of Rangoon, where 
more British vessels fell prey to her. 
Again she disappeared and was not 
heard from until she turned up at 
Penang. The captain of the steamer 
Parom put into Sydney, N. 8. W., yes- 
terday and reported that after the 
success of the Emden at Penang she 
was overtaken by a British cruiser, 
but being a faster ship, was able to 
escape. Two store ships accompanying 
her were left behind, and the British 
cruiser captured one and sank the 
other. 

The Emden was a sister ship of the 
cruiser Dresden, which participated 
in the naval battle off the coast of 
Chile November 1, when the Brit- 
ish squadron under command of Rear- 
Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock 
was defeated. 

The Emden had a complement of 
361 men. Her armanent consisted of 
ten 4.1-inch guns, eight 5-pounders 
and four machine guns. She also was 
equipped with two submerged 17.7- 
inch torpedo tubes. 

The cruiser displaced 3600 tons 
She was 387 feet long, and had a beam 
of 33-1-3 feet. She was laid down at 
Dantzig and completed in May, 1908.

INDIAN 
EASILY TRICKED. 


Gurkhas Often Victimixed by 
Wily German Invaders.

a Great Disadvantage. 


Acquit Themselves Well in 
| Spite of Difficulties. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.! 
LONDON, Nov. 10, 7 p.m.—The In- 
dian forces in France have made good, 
but have achieved none of the ex- 
traordinary exploits attributed to 
them, according to a statement issued 
by the official press bureau tonight un- 
der date of November 10 and written 
by “an observer with the Indian 
corps.” . 

Above all, the account emphasizes 
the difficulties under which the In- 
dians are fighting because of their 
ignorance of French, German and 
English. Repeatedly the Germans 
have played tricks on them. 

“The Germans are full of resource,” 
says the account, and it is one of 
their favorite plans to lure the allied 
troops into attacking them by va- 
tious devices, of which an indicated 
intention of surrending is the most 
eommon. It this deception is suc- 
cessful, a skillfujly concealed machine 
gun turns a murderous fire upon those 
who have advanced ejther to attack 
or to accept surrender. 

“The audacity of the enemy can not 
better be illustrated than by a well 
authenticated statement of what took 
Place last night in a trench held by 
a Gurkha regiment. A figure sil- 
houetted by the moonlight and wear- 
ing a complete Gurkha uniform ap- 
proached the end of the trench and 
delivered this message: “The Gurkhas 
are to move further up the trench; 
another Gurkha contingent is ad- 
vancing in support.’ 

“Puzzled by this announcement, the 
officer in command replied: ‘Who are 
you? Where do you come from? To 
which the only answer was: ‘You 
are to move up and make toom for 
other Gurkhas.’ 

“The English was good, but some- 
thing excited the officer’s suspicions. 
‘Answer and answer quickly,” he said. 
It you are a Gurkha by what boat 
did you cross?’ 

“This question, under the circum- 
stances, Was no easy one to answer, 
and the German—for such he wae— 
turned and fled. But he had not gone 
five yards before he fell, riddled with 
bullets. 

“If the officer had been deceived, 
the trench, of course, would have 
swarmed with Germans almost before 
the Gurkhas had made room for them. 
It can readily be imagined that un- 
der such conditions the Indian troops 
engage the enemy in circumstances of 
special difficulty. They are in a 
strange country, their ‘raining and in- 
stincts have accustomea em to quite 
different conditions. It is easy to dis- 
tinguish between German and French 
soldiers in the day time, but it is not 
easy in the dark. 

“The Gurkhas understand no lan- 
guage but their own and few others 
understand that. Their stragglers are 
exposed to difficulties in the way of re- 
joining their units which it is almost 
impossible to exaggefate; not must it 
be forgotten that the intentions which 
the German Emperor expressed with 
references to the forces under com- 
mand of Field Marshal Sir John 
French embraced to an equal degree 
the army corps composed of our Indian 
fellow subjects. 

“Letters found upon wounded men 
and prisoners make it clear that the 
German military authorities have spe- 
Clally charged the troops with the 
task of inflicting the severest possible 
punishment upon the forces whose 
civilization they deny and whose sol- 
dierly qualities they disparage. 

“Under these circumstances it ts a 
subject of great satisfaction that the 
Indian troops have so finely fulfilled 
the high expectations which were 
formed of them. A word of caution, 
however, should be uttered with re- 
gard to the amazing adventures and 
exploits attributed to them, recom- 
mendations desired neither by the of- 
ficers nor the men. 

“Tt need hardly be said that the 
example of the British officers who 
have undergone precisely the same 
hardships as the men, have been 
worthy of the highest traditions of the 
service. In loss of officers and men 
Great Britain has paid, is paying and 
will continue to pay a cruel and con-

Neither the State Department nor 
the Mexican Embassy here, in charge 
of Carranza agents, had any definite 
advices as to what had occurred. 
Barly in the day Rafael Zubaran Cap- 
many, Washington representative of 
Carranza, received a telegram from 
Luis Cabrera, who was at Cordoba 
with Gen. Carranza yesterday, stating 
that the latter had decided to recog- 
nize the acts of the convention with 
certain reservations. 

Carranza, according to Mr. Cabrera, 
told the commission which came to 
notify him of the selection of Guiter- 
rez by the convention that he was 
‘willing to yield the executive power 
to a provisional President who would 
exercise no theoretical but actual con- 
trol of the Division of the North, now 
commanded by Gen. Villa. 

In some quarters this was inter- 
preted as a wavering in Carranza’s 
hitherto-firm refusal to accept acts of 
the convention, unless Villa and Za- 
pata were deprived of their military 
commands and relegated to private 
life. In other quarters it was con- 
strued merely as another way of ex- 
pressing Carranza’s determination to 
eliminate Villa if he himself retired. 

The convention had formally noti- 
fied Carranza that it intended to ad-

M ost Loathsome. 


Spreads Worse than Cholera, 
Says Veterinarian, 


California is not in Much 
Danger at Present. 


The foot-and-mouth disease which 
is sweeping some of the Eastern and 
Middle West States, causing the ex- 
termination of thousands of cattle is 
one of the most loathsome plagues 
ever visited upon the animal world. 
Once started in a community it 
spreads more rapidly than cholera 
and the percentage of immunes once 
exposed to its infection is almost nil. 

These statements were made last 
night by Dr. W. B. Rowland, Assist 
ant State Veterinarian, whose district 
includes all of Southern California 
from San Luis Obispo county to the 
Mexican line. “We have no partic- 
ular reason to become alarmed over 
danger from this disease,” said Dr. 
Rowland, “but it is best to be pre- 
pared for it. The quarantining of 
California against all the States 
where the disease is prevalent should 
protect us from it and now I shoula 
think that the only possible danger 
of infection of our cattle would be 
from railroad freight cars that nave 
carried the stricken animals and have 
not been thoroughly sterilized.” 

Asked if there is any preventive 
that can be effectively used to ward 
off the disease, Dr. Rowland said none 
has ever been discovered. He also 
stated that while the @isease is not 
incurable the expense of treating one 
of its victimes is so much in excess of 
the value of the animal that it 14 best 
to kill it just as soon as the disease 
develops. 

“The disease thrives better in a 
temperate climate” the veterinarian 
continued “and for that reason Call- 
fornia cajtie would be easy victims 
should the germ ever be brought to 
the Coast. The effects of the disease 
are most loathsome. The stench is 
almost unbearable and there is no dis- 
ease that is 80 easily transmissibie.

The disease is 
excruciatingly painful and its victims 
soon become so emaciated that they 
are reduced to skin and bones. 

“There is a disease which breaks 
out among cattle in the Southwest 
which is often mistaken for that now 
raging in the East. It is known as 
the mycotic stomatitis, but unlike the 
foot and mouth disease is easily cured. 
It is caused by a fungus in the food 
irritating the mouth and causing 
festers and ulcerations.” 

Dr. Rowland said the United States 
government has taken full charge of 
the eastern plague and he believes the 
disease will soon be wiped out. The 
government is having all the in- 
fected cattle killed just as soon as the 
disease develops, paying the owners 
one-half of the meat value for the 
animals that are disposed of. The

XPENDITURE of $1,762,000 to 
E keep pace with the Southland 
increasing demand for lighting 


and power facilities will be the rec- 
ord of the Southern California Edison 
Company for the year, according to a 
statement made yesterday by General 
Manager Ballard in connection with 
the filing of an application with the 
State Railroad Commission for au- 
thority to issue bonds of a par value 
of $784,000. 

This bond issue is to cover ex- 
penditures for extensions and better- 
ments made previous to September 30. 
It supplements an issue of $628,000 in 
bonds early in the year for similar 
purposes. In addition there are im- 
provements under way or which will 
be started shortly which will call for 
the expenditure of an additional $350.- 
000 by the end of the year. 

The bond issue for which authority 
has been asked includes $266,000 to 
be used in the payment of promis- 
sory notes agregating $250,000 and 
$518,000 to be sold for the purpose of 
reimbursing the company’s treasury 


for expenditures made 
and income. 


The extension and betterment ex- 

nditures this year are particularly 
nteresting as the company has done 
no pioneering.“ but has made all ex- 
tensions into “income field.” In other 
words, the Southern California Edison 
Company has made extensions at the 
demand of increasing population and 
has not invaded fields where business 
would have to be created.

after a lingering i!lness, during which 
the end was hourly expected. Sev- 
eral near friends and relatives were 
constantly at her bedside. She leaves 
two sons, Mark Sibley Severance and 
Seymour Severance; one daughter, 
Mrs. Edward C. Burradge of Boston, 
and a niece, Miss Caroline Severance 
of this city. } 

‘Mme, Caroline Maria Seymour Sev- 
erance was nearly 95 years old, hav- 
ing been born at Canandaigua, N. Y. 
January 12, 1820, the daughter of 
Orson and Caroline M. (Clarke) Sey- 
mour. She gradua in 1825 from 
the Female Semin t Geneva, N. v., 
being the valedictorian of her class. 
She was married on August 27, 1840, 
to Theodore C. Severance, a banker of 
Cleveland, and it was in this Ohio city 
that she began her career as an ex- 
ponent of woman's rights. She lived 
in Cleveland until 1855, when she re- 
moved to Boston, living there twenty 
years, and then coming to Los An- 
geles. 

Mme. Severance was one of the 
founders and first president of the N. 
E. Woman's Club of Boston. She be- 
came head of that well-known or- 
ganization in 1868. This club came to 
life several weeks before Sorosis of 
New York was organized, and for that 
reason Mme. Severance was referred 
to as the “mother of clubs.” 

She was active in the universal agi- 
tation for woman's suffrage, and three 
years ago, when she cast her vote for 
President of the United States, it be- 
ing her first ballot, she looked upon 
the privilege as the crowning event 
of her long and useful history. In 
the work for suffrage Mme. Severance 
delivered many lectures throughout 
the East. particularly in Ohio and 
Massachusetts, and, after coming to 
los Angeles, continued her vigorous 
fight for the cause. She prepared sev- 
eral memorials and appeals for suf- 
Trage, also papers that were read be- 
fore the Women's Congress. 

One of her most tmportant achieve- 
ments in club work in Los Angeles 
was the organization by her of the 
Los Angeles Woman's Club, the first 
woman's organization in the city, 
thirty-two years ago. Nine years 
later she organized the Friday Morn 
Club, serving as its first president 
end holding the title of president 
emeritus of that club. It was at the 
home of Mme. Severance that the Los 
Angeles Fellowship Club was organ- 
ized, and the Severance Club, an or- 
ganization of men and women, was 
formed and named in her honor. 

The birthday of Mme. Severance 
for many years has been the occasion 
for celebrations in thig city and in 
many of the larger centers of the 
United States. She was dearly be- 
loved by all who were interested in 
her work, and, as She reached the 
milestones in the declining years of 
her life, she was made the object of 
countless messages of congratulations 
and good wishes. 

Mme. Severance was a close per- 
sonal friend of Susan B. Anthony, 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton, Lucy Stone, 
Charlotte Perkins Gilman, Elizabeth 
B. Custer and many other prominent 
women of the country. 


“FAST CALLS” GET STREETS.

ARRESTED UNDER 
MISSOURI ORDER. 


LOCAL REAL ESTATE MAN IS 
CHARGED WITH FRAUD 
BOND TRANSACTION. 


T. E. Waggoner of the Waggoner 
Realty Company, with offices at No. 
521 Grant building, this city, was ar- 
rested yéiterday by Deputy United 
States Marshal Moore on telegraphic 
advices from Kansas City, Mo., that 
he had been indicted by the Federal 
grand jury for a scheme to use the 
mails to defraud. He was. ed 
before Commissioner Williams and his 
bond fixed at $5000. The hearing was 
set for the 20th inst. The telegram 
asked for a bond of $10,000. 

A telegram from United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Wilson stated in effect 
that on or about August 12, 1812, 
Waggoner operated a scheme to de- 
fraud, in connection with Roy Bone- 
brake, under the corporate name of 
the Union Cattle and Merchandise 
Company in Kansas City, in violation 
of section 215 of the penal code; that 
an indictment was brought against 
him in the District Court of the 
western dietrict of Kansas; that 
the alleged fraud was in trading bills 
of sale in the form of a bond to de- 
liver invoices of merchandise upon 
the payment by the owner of the bond 
of one-fourth of the face of the bond, 
and failing or refusing to deliver the 


states that 
on August 12, 1912, traded to Tarver 
Montgomery of Santa Ana, bonds of 


goods were ordered on $6000 of these 
bonds by E. F. Wickersheim of Santa 
Ana, and paid for, but not delivered. 

Waggoner says he does not know 
upon what the indictment is based.

LD SMUGGLER 
PLEADS GUILTY. 


The jinx still hovers over the Cul- 
ver-Freeman-Mason-Wing-Non - Ing 
smuggling case, now on trial before 
Judge Wellborn and a jury in the 
Federal court. 

The alleged landing of the thirty 
yellow men on the sands at WII- 
mington took place on the morning 
of Friday, March 13, last, and the 
seven lawyers and six defendants 
made up the cabalistic thirteen. Clin- 
ton Culver, the bold rover of the Sev- 
en Seas that lave the sandy shores 
of Oceanside, pleaded guilty yesterday 
morning and threw himself upon the 
mercy of the court.

Judge Wellborn ordered Culver to 
remain at liberty under his present 
bond of $5000, and the matter of his 
sentence will come up at the close 
of the pending case. 

The action of Culver threw a scare 
into the other defendants, and there 
was a realignment of the defense. A 
strong effort will be made to clear 
Freeman and Mason especially, in 
spite of the fact that evidence has 
been given identifying Freeman as 
one of the men who met the Chinese 
at Wilmington, and that Mason car- 
ried them from Wilmington toward 
this city. Chew Bing, who was found 
asleep in an automobile awaiti the 
arrival of the Capo d’Ano, with its 
cargo of Chinese, has already pleaded 
guilty, and it is evident that the de- 
tense will try to “pass the buck" to 
Bing, Basile and Dominic Sanfilippo, 
owner of the boat. This will let out 
Sam Wing of Oceanside, said to be 
the cleverest Chinese on the Pacific 
Coast; Hom Non, the Ensenada agent 
of the smuggling combine, and Lee 
Du Ing, who is alleged to be the San 
Francisco end of the proposition, 

Sam Wing is the Solomon of the 
Chinese delegation. It was Wing who 
induced his cousin, Chew Bing, to 
plead guilty in Judge Wellborn’s 
court, some time ago. Wing heard 
that the court was dealing out jail 
sentences for violation of the Chinese 
Exclusion Act, and he induced Chew 
Bing to throw himself on the mercy 
of the court, with the idea that if 
Bing got away with it, he (Wing) 
would follow. But Chew Bing drew 
a penitentiary sentence, and Wing 
changed his mind. 

It is believed that Culver will be 
a witness for the defense, for the pur- 
pose of saddling the affair on Chew 
Bing, Sanfilippo and Basile. “If he 
does,” said Asst. Dist.-Atty. Stone yes- 
terday, “I shall insist on a peniten- 
tlary sentence for Culver.” 

It is expected that the government 
will conclude its evidence today. In 
such a contingency the case may go 
to the jury on Friday, November 13. 


MARKING ANNIVERSARY. 


Peniel Mission on Main Street will 
Today Celebrate the Beginning of 
ite Twenty-ninth Year. 

Peniel Mission, No. 227 South Main 
street, will celebrate its twenty- 
eighth anniversary today. The first 
meeting was held at Spring and Court 
streets in a vacant storeroom, twen- 
ty-eisht years ago today. From time 
to time the mission was compelled to 
move on account of business houses 
outbidding the managers in the pay- 
ment rent. For a considerable 
period the mission occupied the base- 
ment of the Nadeau Hotel until 
crowded out by a barber shop. In 
1894, when ground was much cheaper 
than it is today, the property at the 
present location was heught. It is 
now worth probably $100,000, but the 
mission holds on to it, with no de- 
sire to sell, and the daily meetings 
are held with the same earnestness 
and simplicity as if the quarters were 
valued at $1000. The income from 
portions of the property, however, no 
doubt cut a big figure in the activi- 
ties of the mission, which now sup- 
ports missionaries in South America 
and other portions of the world.

house trays and the more liberal use 
of commercial fertilizers than is em- 
Ployed in this country,” declared Com- 
missioner Grubb. “The general ap- 
Plication of English growing methods 
to potato culture in California would 
undoubtedly be responsible for the 
complete control, if not the eradica- 
tion, of our potato insect pests, and 
would also increase the yield of this 
valuable food crop by double or three 
times its present production. The 
English growers have cut down the 
time of maturing the potato for mar- 
ket to about ninety days, as against 
120 to 160 days in California, simply 
by sprouting the seed potatoes in 
greenhouse trays instead of in the 
ground. Other advantageous methods 
which they are using are the planting 
of whole seed in preference to cut 
Pieces of the potato and the deeper 
tillage of the soll. A lesson which I 
especially bring back to the Califor- 
nia growers here is the necessity of 
alternating grass or forage crops with 
potatoes in order to clean thé soll bf 
the various insect pests which coh- 
tinue to breed in the ground if crop- 
ping is not resorted to. Let the grow- 
ers of this State universally adopt 
alternate cropping of 
with potatoes, as is 
done in England, and I promise them 
the peste which are troubling them 
now will practically disappear, and 
their increased production from year 
to year will more than justify the new 
process.” 

Following Commissioner Grubb, E. 
H. Phreaner of Placerville, an ex- 
tensive grower of that section, dis- 
cussed the potato from the cultural 
standpoint. W. V. Shear, in charge 
of the government experiment sta- 
tion at Middle Island, where a special 
study is being made of the 
diseases to which potatoes are sub- 
ject, advanced a number of practical 
methods of combating the pests. His 
treatment of this phase of the potato 
industry was supplemented by the re- 
marks of William Garden, San Joa- 
quin County Horticultural Commis- 
sioner. Prof. 8. B. Doten of Reno, 
Nev., who was scheduled to speak on 
the results of the redent Stockton po- 
tato convention, was unable to ap- 
pear, but will probably be heard at 
some later session. 

CITRUS SAFETY. 

That Southern California's entire 
citrus fruit crop can be effectively 
safeguarded against a.repetition of 
the disastrous frost of 1912 through 
the installation of a new pipe-feeding 
oil-burner system of heating, which 
has recently been perfected,«is the 
statement of J. E. Adamson of Po- 
mona at the evening session. 

Mr. Adamson explained to a large 
gathering of fruit growers at the old 
Normal auditorium the method of 
constructing and installing this heat- 
ing system. Contrary to the old 
method of heating the orchard area 
exposed to frost by a large number 
of portable and detached oil pots, the 
new system provides a permanent 
pipe-line connection with all the heat- 
ers. Installation of the method is 
economical, amounting to only 61 
cents. 

To exemplify the value of firing in 
citrus orchards as a prevention of de- 
struction of fruit by frost, Mr. Adam- 
son asserted that in 1911 the grow- 
ers of Pomona Valley spent $47,000 
in heating and thereby saved a total 
of $400,000 worth of fruit that would 
otherwise have been entirely lost. He 
made an urgent appeal to all growers 
to set about the thorough installation 
of permanent firing systems at once, 
as a precaution against a freeze this 
year and in years to come, asserting 
that only by such preparation can 
Southern California protect herself 
against the possible destruction of a 
crop annually worth $47,000,000. 

Other speakers on the programme 
were F. A. Carpenter, chief of the 
Los Angeles Weather Bureau, who 
gave a lantern-slide lecture on the use 
of the thermometer in the orchard; 
C. W. Beers of Santa Barbara, who 
spoke on the “Relation Between the 
County Horticultural Commissioner 
and the Nurseryman,“— and Mrs. 
Emily Hoppin of Woodland. who dis- 
cussed the “Literature of the Farm.” 

Announcement was made of the 
election of William Wood of Los An- 
geles county as president of the 
County Horticultural Commissioners 
of California, with C. W. Beers of 
Santa Barbara county, vice-president, 
and ©. E. Brenner of Sonoma county, 
secretary and treasurer. These offi- 
cers will serve until the close of the 
convention next year.

Such things as knee and ankle 
braces are used to protect weaknesses. 
Sam McClung binds his knees up de- 
cause he threw them out of foint at 
Whittier two years ago, and they have 
to be braced up. The repeated far- 
ring of the tackling would throw them 
out again. 

Some teams use head guards and 
some do not. For instance, the U.S.C.

EVAMPING OLD 
PLAZA DISTRICT. 


PLANS ADVANCED TO REGRADE 
AND PAVE IT. 


The old earth streets surrounding 
the Plaza are to give way to fine mod- 
ern paving. The streets are to be 
Placed on a new grade, and the dis- 
trict is to be practically revamped by 
the improvements that are to be car- 
fied out through plans prepared by 
the City Engineer for what is termed 
the Plaza street improvement district. 
The ordinance of intention to carry 
on this work was adopted by the City 
Council yesterday. Time for hearing 
protests was set for December 16 at 
8 am. 

This general improvement is intend- 
ed to complement the final work on 
the improvement of Sunset boulevard, 
whereby a wide, paved highway with 
easy traffic grade will be opened di- 
rectly to the Plaza. 

- The work included in the Plaza 
improvement district consists of the 
change of grade and paving of Piaza 
atreet, from Los Angeles to Main 
streets; Los Angeles street, from Ar- 
eadia to Alameda streets; Marches- 
sault street, from Main to Alameda 
street, and a portion of North Main 


The change in grade will make a 
marked difference in the general ap- 
pearance of the district. Along the 
easterly frontage of the Plaza the 
street will be lowered from four to 
six feet. The curb and sidewalk sur- 
rounding the Plana will be placed on 
the new grade, and this will require 
the construction of a retaining wall 


that it provide for the wall in
